Three scientists at Emery Uni- 
versity are getting ready for tests 
in the Atlanta area to determine 
the effects of -adio-activity that 
may result from the atomic bomb- 
ing of Bikini Atoll six thousand 
miles away. That bombing experi- 
ment is now set for July. 

The three Emory scientists are: 
Dr. Robert T. Lagemann, of the 
Department of Physics; Dr. James 
G. Lester, of the Department of 
Geology, and Robert Rohrer, of 
the Department of Engineering. 
Dr. Lagemann was formerly con- 
nected with the Atomic Bomb Unit 


These posed tests are wholly 
unofficial. But the scientists hope 
to obtain information that will add 
to the store of knowledge regard- 


ae, an

radio-active rays,” said Dr, La 
mann. “This is the customary 
tector used in such cases. We 
built the one we are using our- 
selves and expect it to function in 
the way we anticipate.” 

Though Bikini Atoll {s 6,000 
miles from Atlanta, Dr, Lagemann 
is sure that this area will feel 
some of the effect of the explo- 
sion of the atomic bomb over the 
atoll. The presence of near-by 
Stone Mountain, which contains 
small amounts of uranium, Dr. 
Lagemann said, ought to make the 
Atlanta region an especially good 
place to measure the effects of 
radio-active rays which the Bikini 
explosion will set loose. 

“We expect that it will be 12 
hours after the explosion, maybe 
two days before our instrument 
will record it,” commented Dr. 
Lagemann. “But I am confident 
that the counter will pick them 


NO DANGER 

There will be no danger in these 
radio-active particles, Dr. Lage- 
mann emphasized. They will ap- 
pear in a thin, invisible haze which 
will drift over the United States 
in the hours following the explo- 
sion over the atoll. 

“This haze,”. continued Dr. Lage- 
mann, “will travel 60,000 feet in 
the stratosphere, and the only 
question is: How and to what ex- 
tent it will be detectable? A few 
radio-active particles should drop 
to earth. From these, we expect 
to take our measurements.” 

Scientists expect these rays to 
be less luminous than those ema- 
nating from the luminous dial of 
a wrist watch and even Jess harm- 
full either to human beings or to 
animals. 

“Unless we knew in advance 
what the natural earth rays are,” 
explained Dr, Lagemann, “it would 
not be possible to measure the ef- 
fect of an atomic bombing. How- 
ever, with that knowledge at 
hand, I think we may be able to 
determine what, if any effect, the 
Bikini explosion may have on this

HERRIOT ELECTED 

Other successful candidates in- 
cluded former Premier Edouard 
Herriot, Radical Socialist leader; 
Pierre Mendes-France, France's fi- 
nancial expert at the Bretton 
Woods Monetary Conference; for- 
mer Premier Paul Reynaud; Mi- 
chael Clemenceau, son of the World 
War I leader, and Jacques Sous- 
telle, Information Minister in Gen. 
De Gaulle’s cabinet. 

The returns indicated that Pres- 
ident Felix Gouin’s entire cabinet 
would retain seats in the Assem- 
bly. Gouin, the Socialist leader, 
was re-elected, as was Georges 
Midault, MRP leader and French 
Foreign Minister. 

The voting provided the surprise 
defeat of two of Gen. De Gaulle’s 
former ministers—Rene Pleven, 
former Finance Minister, and 
Jacques Soustelle, former Minister 
of Information. 

Gen. Henri Giraud, one-time 
rival of Gen. De Gaulle in North 
Africa, also was elected a deputy. 

Under France’s complicated sys- 
tem of proportional representation, 
which calls for voting by lists and 
the allocation of extra seats on the 
basis of majority vote in individ- 
ual departments, the popular vote 
is not reflected even in the num- 
ber of elected deputies until the 
completion of final computations. 

Of the 586 seats at stake in this 
election, 522 are for continental 
France, 64 for the colonies. 

Unsettled weather slowed the 
elections early in the day when 
heavy rains fell and voting booths 
virtually were deserted. Reappear- 
ance of the suffin the afternoon 
brought voters out in large num- 
bers. 

Socialist Leader Leon Blum. 
who had declared that a wrong 
decision in this election would fa- 
cilitate the division of the world 
into rival blocs, cast his ballot 
early in Paris. 


U. 8. LOAN IS FACTOR 

Blum’s negotiation of the 
American loan has been regarded 
as a factor in the election which 
might tend to wean France away 
from leftist tendencies. 

Approximately 20,000,000 voters 
had mn expected to go to the 
polls throughout the empire, to 
choose from 3,000 candidates the 
586 members of a Constituent As- 
sembly which will make a new 
attempt to frame the constitution 
for France’s Fourth Republic. 

The previous Assembly had 
drafted a leftist-supported consti- 
tution ealling for an all-powerful 
one-house Legislature. It was de- 
feated in the referendum of May 
5, in the first major setback for 
the French leftists since the lib- 
eration. The Popular Republicans 
contended the constitution lacked 
checks and balances and favored 
a leftist dictatorship. This party 
called for a strong executive and 
judiciary. 

In the previous Assembly the 
Communists and their affiliates 
held 159 seats, the MRP, 150; the 
Socialists and Affiliates, 146; the 
Republican Rally and Affiliates, 
60, and the PRL and Affiliates, 64. 

The Socialists, capitalizing on 
their advantage with the negotia- 
tion of the U. S. loan, had ham- 
mered away at the Communists in 
the campaign, charging that the 
French Communists based their 
policy on the politics of Soviet 
Russia without regard to the 
needs of the French working class. 

The Communists, who became 
the largest single party in the last 
constituent assembly election, 
counter-attacked by marshaling 
support for a vast trade union 
campaign to boost salaries and 
wages.

Eleven parties have nationwide 
tickets in the field for the constit- 
dent assembly. Of these the prin- 
cipal parties are those represented 
in the six-party coalition govern- 
ment of Premier Alcide de Gas- 
peri, head of the powerful Chris- 
tian Democratic Party. His gov- 
ernment-also includes the Social- 
ists, the Communists, the Liberals, 
the Labor Democrats, and the Ac- 
tion Party. 

Late Sunday afternoon the Min- 
istry of the Interior said all 89 of 
the provinces reported good order 
at the polls. Only in Rome, where 
late opening of some polling places 
provoked impatient voters to pro- 
test, was any real trouble report- 
ed. There, flying squads of carbi- 
nieri quickly quieted the crowds. 

The only gatherings in Rome 
were the long lines before the poll- 
ing booths. 

Tanks and truckloads of soldiers 
patrolled the city, but they seemed 
oddly out of place in the prevail- 
ing quiet. 

In big, industrial Milan, tradi- 
tionally a-leftist stronghold and re- 
puted center of Republican 
strength, a single disorder was re- 
ported. A bomb tossed early Sun- 
day morning at the building where 
a Socialist, a Communist and an 
Independent newspaper are print- 
ed did minor damage and injured 
four women. The bomb tossers 
fired several shots and vanished. 

In Naples, where heavy reserves 
of police armed with automatic 
weapons were massed because of 
rumors of impending demonstra- 
tions, all was quiet. 

Conspicuously absent from 
Rome’s streets were Allied sol- 
diers, usually numerous over the 
weekend. But reports of some 
officers that the men were being 
confined to barracks over the elec- 
tion weekend, to avert incidents, 
were denied by high-ranking au- 
thorities. 

CALM FOLLOWS COOL-OFF 

The calmness was credited to a 
number of factors, not the léast of 
which was the cooling-off period 
between Thursday’s final rallies 
and the opening of the polls. 

Stern warnings had been issued 
by the six-party coalition govern- 
ment of Premier Alcide de Gas- 
peri that it would not hesitate to 
use force to keep order. 

De Gasperi himself voted during 
the morning, presumably going 
down. the line for the Christian 
Democratic Party, the nation’s 
biggest, which he heads.

During the last administration of Mr. Tal-

(Is there any connection between this statement and the fact 
that Mr. Talmadge and Mr. Harris, who so long managed the 
machine in Augusta, now demand that all Jaws be repealed and 
that they be allowed to set up a Talmadge primary?)

The Act 


Laws, 1941? 

The first section of this act is: “That the legislative intent and 
purpose of this Act is to effectuate fair and honest primary elec- 
tions for the nomination of candidates for public offices in this 
State.” 

Section 14 of the Act confers jurisdiction on the courts of the 
State to enforce the provisions of the Act. 

Was this the same Talmadge who then wanted more laws to 
contro! primaries, so that unscrupulous persons might not do as they 
pleased with the ballot box, who now glibly says we must repeal 
all laws governing the primary and the ballot box? 

It is—except that this is Candidate Talmadge. 

In 1938 and 1941 he was speaking as a citizen—not as 
desperate for votes.

Record Let's go along with the record. Mr. Talmadge creates 

a lot of noise. He damns Atlanta papers for trying to 
ram a candidate down the throats of the people. There are more 
than 100 newspapers in Georgia indorsing the same candidate, 
including most of the State’s dailies. If they were for Mr. Talmadge, 
he would be extolling their virtues. He throws up the same old 
“Nigger! Nigger!’ smoke screen. He is full of sound and fury, 
signifying nothing. 

He says, perfectly truthfully, that there is no trouble about 
qualified Negro voters; that all the counties have to do is follow 
the already existing law.

Fact-Finding Board 
Had the Right Idea 


Through the courtesy of friends who are 
members of the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers I read, last week, the printed report of 
the Presidential fact-finding board appointed to hear both sides 
in the dispute over wages and rules pertaining to that brotherhood 
and the Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen. 

I would like, also, to thank a number of other friends who tele- 
phoned offering me the same information. And I would like to 
remove a possible stigma of discourtesy one telephone friend may 
have laid upon me.

; : I have learned, in talking with railroad 
Not Highly Paid men and in studying reports, they are not 
so well paid, on an average, as 1 had imagined. I met, for instance, 
an engineer who, after 30 vears on the job, today gets “take home’ 
pay of about $60 a week. Which, considering the responsibility 
and other factors, is not enough. 

I have learned that those engineers you have read about who 
made $6,000 or more a year, only did so by working practically 
double time because of the war-caused shortage of men and that 
some of them are today old before their time because of that nervous 
strain they accepted because of war emergency. 

I have learned a lot of things, especially from 
the fact-finding board. 

Chiefly, though, I have learned, as President Truman inferred, 
that many of the rule changes, looking at them from either stand- 
point, can be only understood by railroad men. Therefore, the only 
hope for satisfactory settlement is for discussion and arbitration 
between reasonable men representing both sides of the issue.

Some Understandable standable by the laymen. For in- 
stance, he can understand that the railroaders get only seven days 
a year vacation and no sick leave. That they carry, and pay for, 
their own insurance through the brotherhoods. 

The laymen can understand, too, that it is a pretty heavy ex- 
pense on men who must wear uniforms, to provide those uniforms 
out of their own pockets and keep them cleaned and pressed at their 
own expense. 

Also, the layman can understand the desirability of uniform pay 
and uniform rules for all roads of the same class.

Yet we find him now one of the chief defenders of labor in the 
controversy over the President's proposal. 

Sen. Taft, it seems unnecessary to point out, is a candidate for — 
the Republican presidential nomination in 1948, 

The Ohio senator is not the only Republican presidential hopeful 
who has ‘rushed forward to oppose the legislation. Another is for- 
mer Gov, Stassen, of Minnesota. | 

He could hardly wait to read the printed version of the Presi- 
dent's address to the joint session of Congress before swinging into 
action. Immediately he denounced the proposal as seeking a grant 
of power “more extreme than ever before granted to the Govern- 
ment of the United States in either time of war or peace.” 

Gov. Stassen was so worked up over it all that he demanded the 
right to testify against the bill. Nothing would suit him but to 
come to Washington and parade his views to the public, using a 
Congressional committee as a sounding board. 

What he was out to do was to make himself the new hero of 
labor.

This legerdemain was necessary 
in order to give the Government 
some legal authority over the rail- 
road strike.

Solons Slate 
: Baruch Talk 
On A-Control 


WASHINGTON, June 2—(UP) 
The United States’ role in world 
atomic policy may be clarified 
Wednesday when elder Statesman 
Bernard M. Baruch testifies at a 
closed session of the Senate 
Atomic Energy Committee. 


tions Atomic Energy Commission 
for weeks has been studying the 
first blueprint for world atomic 
control drafted for the State De- 
partment by a special committee 
of scientists and industrial ex- 
perts. Thus far he has expressed 
no views on the plan so his words 
will be weighed as pointing the 
direction American policy will 
take. 

So 
leaders, including President Tru- 
man, regard Baruch’s views, that 
none has voiced an outright in- 
dorsement of the State Depart- 
ment proposal which envisages 
‘gradual growth of international 
atomic energy administration, 
ranging from mining operations 
to final use of the awesome power. 

Baruch’s scheduled appearance 
was announced as the Senate 
unanimously passed and sent to 
the House a domestic Atomic Con- 
trol Bill which would create a 
five-man Federal Commission, es- 
tablish a tight Government mo- 
nopoly over ownership and pro- 
duction of atomic materials, and 
transfer bomb manufacture from | 
military to civilian hands. 

At the same time the Washing- 


Gen. Leslie R. Groves has 
been relieved as commander of 
the Manhattan Atomic Bomb 
Projects because of disagreements 
with the Army’s top-flight civilian 
scientists who have quit in such 
numbers that Army influence in 
study of nuclear energy has 
dwindled. ;

FRANKFURT, Germany, June 
2 — (#) — A 19-year-old German 
girl was found shot to death in 
the quarters of an American lieu- 
tenant at Litzingen on May 30, 
the U. S. Provost Marshal's Office 
announced Sunday. 

The announcement, identifying 
the girl as Jagerug Portenreuther, 
of Munich, said she had spent the 
night at the Litzengen Airbase 
with Lt. Robert Hawk, whose 
home address was not disclosed. 
The announcement said she had 
accompanied him from Munich 
last April. Hawk was about to 
be redeployed to the United States. 

It was the third time within a 
month that a young German girl 
was found dead in the billet of an 
American officer about’to be rede- 
ployed. The other cases were re- 
ported at Nuernberg and Kassel. 

The girl was fatally wounded by 
a bullet from a .45 caliber pistol, 
the standard Army caliber, the an- 
nouncement said. It did not dis- 
close how the shooting occurred. 
The Army’s criminal investigation 
is in charge of the case. 

Other officers in Hawk’s quar- 
ters told reporters the girl shot 
herself while Hawk was away. 
They said Hawk was not in cus- 
tody. 

One of Hawk’s fellow officers 
said the girl was “very much in 
love with Hawk and killed herself 
because he was going back to the 
United States.” Army regulations 
forbid marriages of American mili- 
tary personnel to German citizens.
